After a few months, he moved to 
St. I^BHB Parish and completed his studies in WKtf- In fiBI he went 
to St. ■^^BP— ^ i n J|JJpMBi as Associate Pastor , and from there was 

transferred to St. Denis in Diamond Bar in December of dflMT. He left 
the Archdiocese in fgHBU 

Both REDACTED . Pastor of ^^M**, and REDACTED REDACTED 

Pastor of St. #MHP did recommend him for Incardination . However , 
REDACTED noted in his letter that he had written Msgr. Rawden 

earlier about Father REDACTED attempting to collect money from the 
parishioners. I do not, however, have a copy of that letter. 

Both REDACTED , Pastors of St.^j— MP and St. 

J^^^l respectively, wrote very negative assessments of him. Both were 
in agreement that he was belligerent, impossible to' get on with, dis- 
ruptive in the parish, and that he also had a desire for money. For my 
own part I would add that neither of these parishes was an easy assign- 
ment; nevertheless, both- pastors were extraordinarily negative in their 
assessments of him. 

I would also note that after his transfer f rom,JMpi<MiMMMM the 

Chancery received several letters of complaint about the transfer and 
one containing several pages of signatures praising Father REDACTED to 
the skies. For myself I am always suspicious when I receive such 
testimonies, since from experience I have found that the priest involved 
has usually been dividing the parishioners. However, this is strictly 
a private opinion.

Your Excellency: 



It is my understanding that you have retired as the Bishop of the 
but that your successor has not been named, I ask that you please forward this to the appropriate 
person in the diocese, and wish you many blessings in your retirement. 

I am writing on behalf of Cardinal Roger Mahony. A priest of your diocese,REDACTED 
REDACTED sought to serve in the Archdiocese of Los Angeles back in JHK The decision 
was made at that time not to accept him for service here. My predecessor as Vicar for Clergy, 
and now our auxiliary bishop, Thomas Curry, communicated that decision in a letter to him. In 
November of 1988, Father REDACTED wrote to Monsignor Curry acknowledging that 
decision. 



It is with sadness that I must inform you that we have recently received reports that Reverend 
redacted is now living within our Archdiocese and is engaging in priestly activities on his 
own initiative. We have received a report that he secured donations of close to $100,000 U.S., 
purportedly to build a church somewhcrettHMtfc We have reason to suspect that these funds 
were never forwarded to anyone|S(|^^for the purpose of building a church. Furthermore, even 
if he had used those funds as promised, he had no permission to engage in such fundraising here 
in the Archdiocese, as required by the norm of canon 1265 and our own particular law. 
Apparently he is now involved with an older gentleman and has taken on the financial 
administration of that man's property. Relatives and friends of that gentleman fear that Father 
REDACTED is manipulating this person for financial gain. 

I would appreciate knowing the canonical status of Father REDACTED If you are in 

contact with him, I would urge you to call him home. If he has incurred any ecclesiastical 
penalties, I would appreciate being informed of that fact and receiving copies of the decrees 
imposing or declaring those penalties. 
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I look forward to hearing from you about this sad and difficult matter. May God continue to 
bless you.
